The subject-matter of the present set of claims appears to be novel and inventive as 
required by the PCT Art.33 over the cited prior art. In fact, although liposomes including 
also lysophospholipids are a very common vehicle for the delivery of drugs, none of the 
prior art items cited in the International search report discloses liposomes with i) the same 
size ii) the same molar ratio iii) the unilamellar structure as in present claim 1 in a 
simultaneous way. Due to the good results, shown at least with doxorubicine 
encapsulation, novelty and inventive step can be acknowledged to the present 
compositions. 
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
